miliaticn, it uol the overthrow of the 
British nation, and that it is employing 
the agency prese nted by IhePooiau or- 
ganization ruuch in the samo way thai 
the monkey is said to have utilized the 
services of the cat. Wo mean no nU 
lasion to the celebrated "Killkenny cats." 
It will be quite within the recollection 
of oor readers hovf that during the 
Crimean war Eassia operated through 
American sympathy ; and no observaut 
person cuu have failed to remark that 
the Czar has ,ea>{erly_ availed himself 
of every occasion ior the purpose ol 
making a display of his great love for 
Brother Jonathan, a course oi conduct 
rendered all the niore remarkable 
by the fact that the two goveruments 
thus " sidling *' up to each other, repre- 
sent the two exiremes of Republican- 
ism and Autocracy. Extremes, it is 
said, frequently meet ; and tho cased 
Russia and the United Slates would au- 
pear to afford an apt illustration of the 
axitm.
